United Slates manufketurers In the 
supply of wrapping and packing 
paper to Britain, in addition, of 
course, to the domestic product. 

A. V. Alexander, a Labor member, 
declared the quality of Imported 
wrapping paper was suitable for 
Britain and that the British substi¬ 
tute eras Inefficient, and further that 
there had been no increase In the 
output of the home Industry which 
would Justify any such duty.

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WHY NOT A REFERENDUM? 

T he city council already has 

tbt power to oUblish . city manager .ystem by 
meant of a by-law approved by • three-fourtha vote. 
Whether the elector, want that power exercued or not 
• can be best determined by .ubmitting the peopotal to 
them in the form of a referendum. Thi» can be done 
on receipt of a petition aigned by a proportion of the 
voter, or at the instance of the Council itself at a 
municipal election. Such a- referendum should set 
forth the duties and cost of a city manager with the 
utmost clearness, and. of course, it would be preceded 
by the fullest discussion by the advocates and op- 
• ponents of the proposal. 

, This procedure has been urged by some of the 
' aldermen and it ought to commend itself to the ma¬ 
jority of the Council as the simplest and most prac¬ 
tical way to go about the business. The submis¬ 
sion of a by-law direct to the electors, as the re- 
; cent petition, since declared to be invalid, urged, would 
raise complications which would obscure the issue. It 
would have to pass the Gty Council in the first 
piece, which means that it would have a very long 
; and difficult passage. Already the receipt of the peti- 
tion hit produced suggestions of reorganization not 
necessarily dependent upon the establishment of a city 
\ manager system. 

It might be urged that a referendum was not 
! what the signers of the recent petition asked for. that 
they petitioned for a by-law. We doubt if many 
- of them would object to a referendum, the outcome 
; of which would determine whether the Council should 
establish a city manager system or not 

AUSTRIA'S RECOVERY 

i ISJot VERY L0NG ACO THE NEWS " 

i IT papers of the world reported the financial trag¬ 
edy of Austria. They paioted word picture* of 
1 college profeasors, professional men, and members of 
a former nobility, sitting down together at a central 
meeting place for the single meal of the day. There 
Kerned to be no hope for the country and a state of 
' anarchy and even worm looked inevitable. Then the 
! League of Nations was appealed to for some form 
of assistance and guidance. A loan was arranged 
. for. Currency, the value of which had almost da- 
' appeared, was stabilized and things soon took a turn 
. for the better. The latest report is that the sub¬ 
committee for Auvtrie on the Council of the League 
Ms voted that its financial contrj of the country's 
finances shell be terminated at the end of the present 
month becauK the situation now is considered ex- 
1 cellent. 

There was no visible threat of another war as a 
result of Austria's economic plight. It was re¬ 
garded at a case of abject poverty on a national scale. 
| a condition that called for prompt measures to avoid 
serious consequences in many ways, of which famine 
was one. But the League of Nations saw a good 
deal further than that. The Council understood the 
menace behind the situation. It knew that if anarchy 
were to be let loom, it would be difficult to confine 
it to the present limited territory which is Austria ; 

1 ht short, it saw under the surface of events then tak¬ 
ing pUce a real menace to European peace. It there¬ 
fore removed it and did just as good service to the 
cause which it is endeavoring to advance as if it had 
parted the armies of countries engaged in actual 
Conflict. 

HOW ABOUT THAT BILL? 

I T IS TO BE HOPED THAT BEFORE THE 

House rises at Ottawa the measure to give the 
Government of this Province the sole right to import 
liquor into British Columbia will be passed for the 
fourth time and turned over to the Senate for 
approval. 

Surely such a bill would go through the Upper 
Chamber (hit time. Even the most ardent advocate 
of the ''liberty of the aubject" no doubt has begun 
'to realize that until more power in this matter has 
been given to. this Province, the boundary line end 
coastal waters will be profitable areas of operation for 
law-breakers—end a hunting ground for gunmen. 

The important point to remember if that no en¬ 
forcement organization in British Columbia can expect 
■to stop shipments which to ell intents end purposes 
stre legitimately cleared. Nor is it reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that transfer of cargo at sea could be prevented. 

GET GERMANY IN 

I F IT COMES TO THE^POINT AT WHICH 
the League of Nations must decide between re¬ 
taining the membership of Spain and Brazil and the 
adoration of Germany, it should not hesitate to let 
the two temporary members of the Council go. 

Without Germany the League could still do use¬ 
ful work in some directions. But if the door is barred 
against her next September, one almost certain sequel 
would be some arrangement between her and Rutin 


which would make for anything but pence in Europe. 
Such n development would not only mean a consid¬ 
erable weakening of the League’s machinery; it would 
frill further postpone co-operation between the United 
States and the Old World in many vital matters. 

With Germany occupying a permanent teat on 
the Council of the League, which the was promised 
at' Locarno, a way would be paved for Russia to 
make advances. TheK two countries have recently 
entered into a new treaty and Germany could be de¬ 
pended upon, in her own interests, to persuade the 
authorities at Moscow to get back into decent inter¬ 
national society. 

That much accomplished. Europe putting her 
house m order, and our neighbor to the South would 
no doubt reconsider her attitude. Could Spain *nd 
Brazil remain out in the cold then? We think not. 


THE NEW ROAD RULES 

r SHOULD BE TO THE INTEREST OF 

motorists to observe the new rules of the road 
which have gone into operation to-day. There is 
nothing onerous about them. They have been de¬ 
signed to make the roads of the Province as safe as 
possible for automobilist and pedestrian alike. All that 
is required to make them effective in every rente is 
the fullest measure of co-operation on the part of 
all concerned. There should be no inclination to 
defeat the rules by taking chances that may seem 
certainties. Just as in most other things, it is the 
unexpected that nearly always happens in motoring. 

Immediate effect will be given to the regulation 
which forbids the parking of cars on the traveled 
portion of tba highway at any time of the day. That 
is to say. if the motorist desires to pull up and re¬ 
main stationary on his journey, he must tee that all 
four wheels of his machine are completely clear of that 
section of the road which cars going in both directions 
would require to use in passing him. This rule, of 
course, should eliminate dangerous crowding where 
the traveled surface it not flanked by suitable pac¬ 
ing space. Another important prohibition is that 
which will require a car coming out of side streets 
to pull up before emerging to the main highway— 
hitherto a practice which has been the cause of many 
accidents. 

HELPING THE SETTLER 

M aking things easier for sol- 

dier settlers in the Camp Lister, settlement, by 
cancelling accumulated interest charges and reducing 
the price of their land, ia a better policy than making 
the job of development difficult. In reaching this 
decision the Land Settlement Board has done a good 
stroke of business. It sfll ma*- for contentment among 
those directly concerned and encourage them to 
greater efforts. The last thing British Columbia wants 
is neglected farms, and everything that can reason¬ 
ably be done to stimulate production and the breaking 
of new ground should be regsrded as a good invest¬ 
ment. There is no necessity to coddle the settler. The 
min with initiative will refuse any sort of silly pater¬ 
nalism as long as he is given a reasonable chance to 
make a success of things.

$hn Francisco. June 10.—Colonel 
Ned M. Green, district federal pro¬ 
hibition administrator, haa asked 
the Stats Department to request 
Canadian authorities to notify Pacific 
Coast dry officials of departures 
from British Columbia ports of Tea¬ 
sels laden with liquor.

The vessels return to Can¬ 
ada with false papers, which the 
customs authorities there must know 
to be false. 

"Investigation of Mexican ports 
ahow no Canadian vessels have put 
la for two years, yet the Canadian 
boats boldly return to Canada with 
papers showing they landed their 
cargoes according to the outward 
manifests. If the Canadian authori¬ 
ties will furnish us Information re¬ 
garding the movements of rum run¬ 
ners. we might help stop liquor 
smuggling. These mm runners are 
dearly violating the navigation laws.**

Ottawa. June 10.—After discussion, 
for the second time, had occupied the 
major portion of a day's sitting, the 
House late last night passed a vote 
of 9S.000.000 for the Hudson Bay 
Railway. The vote went through 
without a division. 

The purpose of the vote Is to put 
into shape for operation the S32 miles 
of the road from The Pas to Kettle 
Rapids, on which steel has already 
been laid. 

Speeches came mainly from Con¬ 
servatives. among whom there was 
a division of opinion over the road. 
The point was pressed, however, that 
before embarking on the Port Nel¬ 
son Harbor scheme. It would be ad¬ 
visable to make practical tests of the 
Hudson Bay route as a grain-carry* 
ing route. Hon. R. J. Man Ion sug¬ 
gested that to this end a Canadian 
Government Marine vessel should 
make trips for three years from 
Halifax to Port Nelson and give a 
fair and honest report on the straits! 
and the hay. 

Hon. R. B. Bennett. Conservative. 
West Calgary, was emphasising the 
suggestion when a Conservative In-1 
terrupted that a vessel on Its test 
trip might take the Cabinet along. 

"Or the board of strategy." quickly 
replied Hon. C. A. Dunning.
